After dinner President Balley made an ad- 

ress of welcome te the guests from a dis- 
tance and produced no end of laughter. The 
club, he said, was the only organization he 
ever knew that had two annual and three 
semi-annual dinhers the same year.

business may be continued during a period 


of depression at a maximum rate of wages. 


The proposition may be characterized as a. 


theoretical attempt to overcome the im- 
mutable law of supply and demand. If we 
may judge by the wrecks that strew the 
ocean of business life, this other proposi- 
tion would be equally sane—viz.: that a re- 
serve fund be established from the profits 
of labor to repay its proportion of the losses 
of creditors and stockholders of unsuccess- 
ful, unfortunate, or ill-timed business en- 
terprises and bankrupt firms and corpora- 
tions. The writer of the article further re- 
marks:"The two questions which I have out- 
lined and which must receive the 
consideration of all men who care more for 
the welfare of society than for any indi- 
vidual member of it, indicate some of th 


troversies. Should they be settled on broad 
logical grounds, the man who then so mis- 
conducts his business as to permit a strike 
to occur in his works will meet not only dis- 
grace like the fraudulent banker, but the 
fevere condemnation of the society from 
which he derives all his prosperit 


“In plain English this means that should 


these two questions be settled according to 
the author’s notions, the employer who fails 
to satisfy his employés will be disgraced and 
severely condemned by society. 

Doctrines That Endanger Society. 

“I have given you a faithful outline of such 
economic conditions as are proposed for the 
future management of your business. I 
have attempted no analysis of them because 
it has seemed to me that their mere state- 
ment in the author’s own words is sufficient 
to enable you to characterize them and to 
measure the danger to business, to society, 
to law, to government, which must come 
from the constant promulgation of such doc- 
trines from such sources. What do you 
think of them? Will they increase or dimin- 
ish your burdens? Can you successfully 
prosecute your business under them? Do 
you think that this new philanthropo-ethico- 
economic management will attract the in- 
vestment of capital? What say you, cap- 
tains of labor, men who conceive, organize, 
and successfully carry out our great enter- 
prises? It is through your instrumentality 
that the best results of capital and labor are 


secured. 
“Gentlemen, if bey aeoy taba the opinions to 
which I have been directing your attention 
are unsound and injurious, then is it not 
your duty to do what may be in your power 
to counteract them? Men of affairs are per- 
haps too prone to underestimate the strength 
of the forees which create public opinion 
sometimes undermining what is true and 
en we are : to the 
t oe too late. 

“Business-men may justly be open to 
eriticisms that they become too keer n 
their immediate affairs; that they do not give 
sufficient time and thought to the considera- 
tion of broader questions which affect the 
general welfare of the community, but ulti- 
mately are of equal concern to each of them. 

“Who are the men engaged in promul- 
gating these so-called reforms, ostensibly 

or the benefit of workingmen? Are they 
not for the most part theorists with unbal- 
anced minds, who have adopted unsound 
principles and are pushing them to the ex- 
treme? Are they not, men without the 
knowledge and experience necessary to deal 
successfully with men or affairs? Would 
you trust the management of your concerns 

these men? Would labor be willing to 
submit its interests jn your concerns to their 
management? I think not, and if not, why, 
i ask, should men of affairs permit them, 
undisputed, unanswered, unchallenged, to 
arrogete to themselves the right to teach the 


world how we shall conduct our 'business?. 


My own judgment is that these teachers, 
however honest and conscientious they may 
be, are doing an incalculable amount of 
and that it is the duty of practical 

men of affairs, the duty of such organiza- 
tions as our Commercial club, to counteract 
this influence, and to actively. inculcate and 
pheno sound, healthy, sane thinking on 

ndustrial questions. 

“The purposes of business, the sense of re- 
sponsibility to others, the danger of personal 


loss and possible failure, and the hope of 
reward are the surest guarantees for the 


conduct of affairs in the mutual interests of 
employer and employed. The men, who 


above all others are competent to inculcate 


healthy, because true opinions, on economic 


questions, are those, all over the country, 
who, like you, are engaged in the success- 


ful conduct of the business of the country.

“If in the present you look for those coun-

and the United States are the best repre- 
sentatives. If this is all true (and no one will 
dispute it), why argue for that-which is not 
denied?

Since men press toward each other in 
this universal desire to exchange, to sell, and 
to buy, let us inquire as to the limitations 
and restrictions which now hinder and de- 
lay that greater intimacy in commercial re- 
lations between the East and West, which

Power of the Consumer. 

“Now, it is clear that the ability of the pro- 
ducer to exchange and consume is limited to 
that portion of his product which is in excess 
of his personal n Whatever operates, 
creas- 
es his power as a ‘consumer. Whatever 
operates to diminish this net residuum di- 


‘minishes his power as a consumer, and by fo 


much restricts the total exchange. or com- 
merce. Overcapitalization of land, needless 
taxation, high rates ‘of interest, unjust 
charges for transportation, these all operate 
in varying degrees to limit that intimacy of 
commercial relations which it is our prov- 
ince and our profit to promote. I suppose 
that this body of men here assembled fair- 
ly make up that important factor known as 
the middleman. We have here the mer- 
chant, who seeks all markets; the managers 
of railroads and ships, which distribute all 
goods; the underwriter, who carries the risk 
flood; and the banker, whose of- 
fice it is to pay for goods at the point where 
produced, to accept his reimbursement at 
the place where consumed. The function 
you thus collectively discharge is second in 


importance only to production itself. What-" 


ever enables you to disc those func- 
tions effectively and with least of cost and 
risk operates to the advantage of the whole 

ucing and consuming class, and tends 

° romote a closer intimacy between 
widely separated sections. — ' 

The conditions favorable thereto are: 
First, a state of peace and public order, 
where life and property are made safe by 
just laws, effectively administered. The in- 
vasion of a Debs, with his misguided sup- 
porters, cost the industrial] interests of the 
United States in.a single month a sum esti- 
mated at $80,000,000—nor has the dep 
effect and influence of that miserable 
sode yet fully disappeared.

Credit the Bulwark of Trade. 
“The third necessary condition is not unlike 
the second, and is much deperident upon it— 
viz.: A good state of public and private 
credit. Credit‘is the most imponderable an-i 


yet most powerful agent used by man. It. 


transfers capital—expressed, it may be, in 


money, or in goods, or in raw materials, in 


tools, or in machinery—from points where 
least required to points where most uired, 
and patiently awaits until by use and serv- 
ice its value by increase in new productions 
mnmay be augmented and returned. In a 
thousand weys it serves the needs of man. 


In the domain of commerce and trade it is. 


indispensable. Now, credit, more effective— 
because more frequently used--than money, 
is yet related to the latter, that it is sensi- 
tive in the last degree to everything that 
affects money itself. A radical change in 
the money standard which might touch only 
five hundred millions in coin would instantly 
disturb, if not destroy, five thousand milil- 
ions of credit, on whose continued function 
the whole industrial fabric depends. 

“It is apparent, also, that the exactions 
made by the middleman for his services are 
at the cost of the producer and consumer. 
Perceiving this, an outcry is made against 
him. Legislative bodies seek to repress and 
control. They limit the rate of interest, 
they. endeavor to fix rates of transportation 
for industri@! products, and in many ways 
interfere with a natural freedom which, if 
leit to operate, would surely tend to. bring 
the producer and consumer together with 
an ever-diminishing cost. An eminent au- 
thority shows that by natural forces—not 
by law—the cost of transporting commodi- 

ies has been so redu during the last 
twenty-five years that if the rates then pre- 
vailing were now in vogue the charge upon 
production in the United States would be 
a thousand millions of dollars a year greater 
than it now is. Within the same period the 
charge for the use of capita] (interest) has 
falien 50 percent. That the charges for in- 
surance in commerce are not now excessive 
is eyidenced by the moderate net results to 
the underwriter. 


Effects of Competition, 


“Competition is forcing the merchant to 


ever diminishing percentage of profits on his 


goods, and many of the large manufactur- 


ers are dispensing with the broker and com- 
mission merchant by coming into almost di- 
rect relations with the consumer. Glasgow 
orders flour from Minneapolis. Cotton is 
sold direct from Galveston to Liverpool, The 
ideal condition would be one where any pro- 


ducer could exchange with every other pro-. 


ducer without the use of the middleman at 
all and thus secure the full exchangeable 
value of his product. But that ideal condi- 
tion will never be reached. e farmer can- 
not be a merchant. He cannot carry his 
products on his back. He cannot bridge riv- 
ers nor tunnel mountains. ‘The manufact- 
urer cannot furnish his goods with wings, 
nor could he direct their flight. Against fire 
and flood he must buy immunity. The young 
man entering the ranks of human activities, 
however well endowed with brain and brawn, 
can make no great conquest over nature's 
forces without tools which he must borrow. 
They are not bern with him. 

“Now, we all recognize -that the favoring 
conditions enumerated have been of late 
much disturbed. With no present actual vio- 


lence there is yet lacking that kind of peace 


which includes the idea of harm 

mutual confidence and good will. The ee 
labor organizations cry out with bitter voices 
at the development of business consolida- 
tions, corporation combines,. and trusts. 
These in turn protest against the tyrannies 
and exactions of the labor combines, which 
hinder and threaten. their industrial opera- 
tion. I shall not discuss the virtues or vices 
of either. Looked at philoso hically both 
movements are evolutionary, are in the 
natural order. We may hope that the vices 
both occasionally express may be

as they are. They may, by your help, be 
made much better. Cultivate faith. Let 
the men of the Hast visit the plains of the 
West. They will find everywhere wide- 
browed men, who love justice and ht. 
Skip Europe, study America. Do not think 
that all intelligence lies eastward of the 
great lakes. You may have more culture, 
but you no more innate power of 
brain or heart. Let the men of the West 
seek acquaintance with the men of the East. 
You will find them appreciative and re- 
sponsive. To cherish false ideas cancerning 
the motives of men who are sailing with us 
in the same ship of national destiny is to be 
raw and provincial. We are of the same 
blood, indissolubly united in our diversified 
interests. \ Hate only the demagogue who 
would separate and divide. Suspect the self- 
seeking politician who flatters and fawns. 
Believe in and respect the men who on field 
or farm commit their labors to the risks of 
nature with her hazards of sunshine and 
rain. Have equal faith in men who commit 
their capital to the hundred avenues of hon- 
orable risk in industrial activities. By bet- 
ter acquaintance we will grow united. Bya 
clearer understanding of our mutual duties 
we will clamor less for what we consider our 
respective rights. 
Development Along Moral Lin 
“In the year a terrible drought de- 
rived the larger part of three States of any 
est, and brought the population of the 
ravaged district to the very brink of starva- 
tion. What a pity that no man or institu- 
tion appeared so worthy of trust and confi- 
dence as to have been made the quick de- 
pository of an ample fund—not to be doled 
out in cold charity, but to be loaned in mod- 
erate sums to self-respecting men, whos 
past lives of honorable toil were sufficient 
tees of future repayment. Some- 
ing was done—here and there sporadically 
—and Iam so situated as to observe that the 
beneficiaries of such loans are now both 
able and willing to return with interest what 
they thus received. It was the awful sense 
of ‘loneliness, of hopelessness, which mace 
the loss of harvest a grief bitter enougii to 
break the heart. In such an hour the voice 
of encouragement, the helpful hand, give 
life and strength, they awaken gratitude 


and love, they bind people together in un- 


breakable bonds. Do you say that these 
suggestions smack of sentimentalism, and 
have no relation to commercial affairs;

In my opinion, these augmenting 
powers will have no lasting value, unless ac- 
companied with a parallel development 
along the moral lines, to which I have so 
feebly referred. , 
“Gentlemen, in racky aig J free institutions 
where authority rises in the will of the peo- 
pie. we have accepted the profoundest prob- 
em time has offered. While it is not rich 
gifts alone that will solve our problem, the 
| rege ba outpourings from men of wealth 
or the endowment of colleges, libraries, 
parks, museums, and the like happily mark 
a rising tide of sympathy from the strong to- 
ward the weak, at which we rejoice. But 
even more than this is required. The suc- 
cessful men of affairs prove by the fact of 
honorable success that they are natural 
leaders. Society says to them, ‘Still lend us 
er, influence, ability, and 


lie on your mind. Let us know that you do 
not claim exemption from those questions 
which touch us all.’ In the words of a late 
writer: ‘America has no resource but de- 
mocracy, and to make democracy a suc- 
cess the classes must learn to understand 
each other and to have mutual forbearance 


and sympathy.. If we do not learn this les-. 


son our retribution will be decrepitude ani 
ruin, and that retribution will have been de-

Never was a ene more | 
nounced than it ts. here in America t y, 
and never in any country has the severance 
been more complete than it is today between 
the commercial classes everywhere and the 


— privileges and duties of citizenship. 


do not mean to say thatin certain dirgéc- 
tions the commercial classes are not unself- 
ish and public-spirited in the very highest 
degree. The history’ 6f many individuals 
who sit at these tables tonight, and which is 
known to the world, would be an answer to 
such a statement. Wy 
Neglectful of a High Duty. 

“But I do mean to say, making all allow- 
ance for intividual exceptionag, that no class 
is more apathetic and indifferent to one of 
the highest political duties of the citizen, 
that of giving direction to public thought 
and that this continued neglect is the fruit- 
ful cause of many political blunders and 
mistakes, which, by the intelligent and per- 
nal interest of the men of commerce ln 


Sublic affairs, might in their inception have 


been avoided. For more than a score of 
years labor and agriculture have asserted 
their right to be considered in legislation 
as a class having a special interest, and 
they have each compelled a recognition in 
organized departments of the government. 
I do not believe that anything is to be 
gained for commerce by the assertion of 
any interest in legisluation distinct from 
the common interest of the whole people. 
National progress.is a unit. All great na- 
tional interest must be codrdinate and in 
the long run succeed or fail together. Noone 
interest can long prosper through the loss 
of another. Neither agriculture, commerce; 
mining, manufacture, transportation, or la- 
bor can say to either of the others ‘I have no 
need of you.’ 
“But so far as each aot any forth its highest 
wisdom and its b est intelligence as a 
contribution to the accurate special knowl- 
edge, which is the condition of good govern- 
ment, the assertion of all these great in- 
terests, however differentiated in organiza- 
tion, is good. It is evil only when they 
seek through force what is not justified by 
reason, and when the charlatan and dema- 
gogue secure the right to.represent and 
speak for them and are enabled, as too often 
they are, to command their unreasoning sup- 
rt. Ignorance and selfishness in any class 
ve and unreasonable. Intell 
and kriowledge may always be counted up- 
on as considerate, conciliatory, and just... 
“Although our political debates in Legis- 
lat and ses, and on the stump 
would lead us sometimes to think other- 
wise, it is still true that something has been 
established in the science of government; 
some great truths have been proved; somie 
useful traits and ‘tendencies of the race in- 
dicated; some fundamental economic laws 
defined; and some limitations of legislative 
efficiency in reforms ascertained; and it is 
true, too, that human nature with all its 
good and evil is still 
master trod the hills of Palestine. 
° Thrust at the Populists. .. . 
‘Tt is because of this want of knowledge 
of what has been already determined that 
we are so often the victims of laws which 
are only the crude experiments of the nov- 
ice.

As to Leveling Legislation, 

“No student of modern political develop- 
ment can fail to have noted in all countries 
a trend of legislation of an unmistakable 
leveling type. It may be harmless, and I 
have no hesitancy in saying wise and bene- 
ficial if directed along the lines of heaithy 
political and social evolution, but it may be 
most destructive and dangerous when in- 
spired by vindictive social antagonisms and 
directed by ignorance. But it is a trend as 
sure and irresistible as the march of time, 
and it is folly not to accept and endeavor 
to guide it wisely.

Great general oe ang 2 far-reaching ef- 
fect, the scope of which the world has often 
failed to see in the nning, have been 
established unconsciously through some 
narrow and limited application to pro- 
nounced apparent necessities of the mo- 
ment. The cause of such a movément is the 
growth of civilization itself and the general 
progress of the race. Its purpose, however

Visitors Enjoy a Model Luncheon and 


a Novel Freight System. 

St. Louis boasts of many things. It claims 
to have the gréatest hardware house in the 
world, the largest drug house and the most 
extensive woodenware house in the world. 
It is declared that the tobacco factories of 
St. Louis stand unexampled in extent; that 


brick-yards are the | 
the world, and that it has the greatest a 
to of stoves and ranges in existence. ‘The 
pe rt even farther. It is claimed that 
the largest brewery in America, the largest 
shoe factory, the greatest street 
car factories and hardwood lumber 
markets are here. Fortunately the St. Louis 
Commercial club did not endeavor to im- 
press the magnitude of all these unexampled 
commercial interests upon the visiting com- 
mercial clubs today, but contented itself 
with two things that are specially notable 
and which unquestionably stand unique. 
They were the Union Railway Station and 


the Cupples Station. 
ar Station makes rere 


The Union Railw 
claims to bigness. e span of its archin 


roof covers thirty-one tracks; twenty-three 
railroads center there; the station covers 
424,000 feet of surface. Compared to it the 
next largest in America is the Boston and 
Maine at Boston, covering 246,000 feet. The 
cost of the structure, grounds and tracks 
complete, footed ‘up to $6,500,000, and when 
the visitors saw the gigantic size, the beauty, 
the completeness of equipment, the artistic 
decoration, all agreed that it was money 
well spent. The station is of course notable 
for its size, but it is notable in a much better 
sefise for its artistic beauty. 


Turn Switches by Electricity. 


One of the points of special interest was 
the electric switching apparatus. Here two 
men throw. all the switches governing the 
tracks th and about the station and yards, 
and it is’done by merely pressing electric 
keys. The system has been so worked out 
that it is simply impossible to make mistakes 
which will result in collisions. One train can- 
not be switched upon the track where an- 
other stands even should a negligent em- 
ployé attempt to do it. : 

‘To most people the memory of a depot 
luncheon is A nightmare of hard sandwiches 
and bad coffee. The visiting clubs were 
given a luncheon at the Union Station today 
which should forever dispel that impres- 
sion. - Nothing more delicate and artistic 
could be imagined. The great dining-room 
was decorated with rare skill; not less than 
a thousand palms gave a tropical air to the 
room. Upon each of the many small tables 
was a in a bank of ferns, and 
there were further decorations of yellow 
chrysanthemums and white fuchsias. The 
menus were beautifully engraved and con- 
tained a steel engraving of the station. 

Unique Railway Station Luncheon.

The St. Louis Commercial club nted 
to each of the visitors a beautiful souvenir 
volume describing the Union Station. It 
was not uninteresting to note that this ex- 
ample of fine printing bore the imprint of a 
Chicago publishing house. After the lunch- - 
eon the carriages were taken again, and the 
party was driven to what is by all means the 
most interesting thing that has yet _been 
seen, at least for the Ch visitors. It 
is the Cupples Station, which it may be ex- 
plained is a combination of«great whole- 
sale. houses and a union freight station. 
There are united here fourteen wholesale 
grocers, one woodenware house, and the 
Simmons hardware house. The pile of 
b consists’ of a series of blocks, built 
on both sides of the Terminal Association's 
tunnel tracks. The arrangement is such that 
freight cars can be switched into the base- 
ment floor of each store. ‘The group of 
buildings stands unique in the fact that it 
offers facilities for receiving and reshipping 
merchandise in a wholesale way without 
any intermediate carting. .There are now 
received and reshipped about 1,000 tons of 
merchandise per day. The plan is for the 
incoming shipments to be brought into the 
yards during the night. The cars are all 
moved directiy to the platforms belonging 
to the consignees, and between 7 and 9 
o’clock all the incoming freight is unloaded. 
There are fifty-one elevators, and the incom- 
ing shipments are disposed of before the out- 
going ones are brought out. The outgoing 
shipments are made in the afternoon. The 
various roads have trains scheduled to leave 
at short intervals, and a whole train is filled 
with a rush by the shipments coming from 
thezee fourteen houses. Everything is 
handled on a level or moved up and down 
with hydraulic elevators. 
under cover, so that there is no interference 
of: weather, and the system gives a remark- 
able ‘economy in handling heavy freight. 

Chicage May Follow the Example. 

The Chicago men inspected the plant with 
the keenest interest.. Its workings were ex- 
plained in a neat talk by Robert 8. Bookin 
the Vice-President of the company. It wil 
by no means be surprising if the impression 
which: has been made upon the Chicago mer- 
chants by this economical system of hand- 
ling freight results in some attempt at the 
organization of as ¢fficient a scheme for 
handling merchandise. 


“The shippers of heavy freight in Chicago 


are coming to see that there must be some 
more economical plan for doing the work,”’ 
said H. H. Porter, who was especially inter- 
ested in this plant. ‘The conditions are dif- 
ferent in Chicago than they are here, of 
course, and we must work out a system for 
ourselves. A start has been made in the 
Stickney scheme. This visit will show our 
business-men clearly how ta disadvan- 
tage they are under. With the sharp com- 
petition that exists the extra expense of 
even a few cents a ton in handling freight 
means @ great deal. We have got to find 
some way to avoid the long delays and the 
expensive work of carting merchandise 
through the streets, and I think this visit 
will give an impetus to the work of looking 
for a solution for that probiem.”’ 

During the drives today the same order 
was observed as yesterday. Each carriage 
contained a representative of each of the 
four cities. The members of the various 
elubs- are designated by small gold, enam- 
eled ‘buttons, which the St. Louis club has 
presented. The buttons have the double C

and are enameled in different colors, Chica- 
go in red, Boston in blue, Cincinnati in yel- 
low, and St. Louls in white.

‘Two weeks ago Murray was informed that 
charges had been made against him and that 
affidavits were being col:ected in evidence, 
At the urgent suggéstion of several members, 
it is said, he immediately tendered his resig- 
nation as President of the assembiy. His 
membership, however, Le retained, and he 
was given to understand that he would not 
be dropped from the roll or prosecuted if he 


would. abstain from —oe any 

societies. Mr urray, 
however, is lost if he is not organizing some- 
thing, and last Thursday night he called a 
meeting of some friends in a down-town hotel

HILL CANNOT TELL THE TRUTH, 

At the Democratic mass-meeting in New 
York City Wednesday night Senator Hill 
made a speech in which hesaid: 

The Democratic party has always been, the con- 
sistent champion of persona) liberty, | It “will not 
changé ita attitude by reason of misrepresenta- 
tions or the threats or the boasts of Puritanism. 
The persistent misconstruction.of the Sunday pre- 
visions of the existing law and the difficulties of se- 
curing the same without longs and expensive liti- 
gation render some additional legislation desira- 
bie. It may be that & the excise law was efemed 
alike in all the municipalities of thia 
forced liberally, charitably, and seapeunbity--theve 
would be no necessity for-new legislation. We 
have not said wé favor the openthg of ¥Aloons on 
Sunday throughout the State, neither hmve we said 
we are opposed.to 4%. We have si deelared 
that the people of each municipality showld be per- 
mitted to determine that question for themselves. 
This ia & safe and just and « satisfactory disposi- 
tion of the questicn. - 

The present excise law, which declares 
that no liquor must be sold on Sunday in the 
City of New York and elsewhere in the 
State, was not passed by “Puritans,” but 
by Democrats, Hill signed it when Gov- 
ernor. He could have vetoed it, and called 
on the Legislature to enact a law giving 
each place the local right to deal with the 
Sunday saloon question as it saw fit. 

He did not ‘do that, but signed,a law 
which forbids absolutely the sale of liquor 
ou Sunday. That law, he says, has been 
misconstrued persistently. That is true, 
but his remark applies to the time when 
Tammany was in power. 

Then this plain, simple law was so mis- 
construed that saloonkeepers who sub- 
mitted to blackmail, and paid Democratic 
assessments, andl worked for Democratic 
Tammany candidates were allowed to ketp 
open unmolested on Sunday. Those who did 


not were prosecuted if they tried to keep 


‘open. The present excise law was passed 
at the instance of Democratic Tammany 
so that it could coerce the liquor dealers 
and bleed them at pleasure. 

Senator Hill thinks there would be no 
trouble if the Sunday closing law were en- 
forced “liberally, charitably, and reason- 
ably.” What does he mean by that? The 
law is peremptory—as peremptory as the 
statute against larceny. How would he 
liberalize it? Does he mean that it should 
not be enforced at all, or be enforced as 
Tammany was in the habit of doing, against 
such saloonmen as refused to pay black- 
mail, were Republicans, or who would not 
\be bled? 

The Senator should not have put his name 
to the present excise law with its strict pro- 
visions against the sale of liquor on Sun- 
day if he did not want it enforced. But he 
thought Tammany always would rule New 
York City, and the law was just what Tam- 
many asked for. Being out of pewer now 
it ealls for “additional legislation,” and 
Senator Hill seconds the motion.

BENJAMIN FRANKLIN AND WRIGHT.

The Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
railroad has ‘beaten this record. A train 
comprising two parlor cars and two private 
cars, with a Tripune representative on 


.board, left the Chicago depot at 3:30 yes- 


terday morning, in charge of Mr. Seward 
Webb, and arrived in Buffalo Creek at 
11:30, making the distance of 510 miles in 
480 minutes, which is at the rate of 68.6 
miles per hour, with no allowance for five 
stops of two minutes each to change engines 
or for delay in crossing the bridge at Cleve- 
land. Arrived at Buffalo the carriages were 
connected with the Empire Express on the 
New York Central, which left at 1 o'clock 
and arrived in New York City at 9:15 of 
our time at Chicago, Mr. Webb then 
jumped into. a carriage in waiting and was 
whirled rapidly t6 a theater, accomplishing 
the hitherto impossible feat of leaving Chi- 
cago in the morning and attending a the- 
atrical performance in New York City the 
evening of the same day, ; 

The following figures relating to long dis- 
tance speed will be of interest in this con- 
nection. "The Santa Fé railroad will com- 
mence next week the running of a train 
leaving this city Tuesday evening at 6 
o'clock and arriving in Los Angeles at 6 
p. m. Friday, making the distance of 2,205 
miles in 74 hours. The fastest previous long 
distance train was one on the Chicago and 
Northwestern and Union Pacific, which 
covered the distance from Chicago to San 
Francisco, 2,355 miles, in 85 hours and 15 
minutes. This was an: average of 28.55 
miles per hour. It compares with corre- 
sponding Huropean distances and speed as 
follows: The longest distance run by «a 
train in Europe is by the Oriental Ex- 
press, which runs biweekly instead of daily 
from Paris to Constantinople, a distance 
of 1,928 miles, in 67 hours, which is at the 
rate of 28.7 miles per hour. Next to this 
is the Sud Express, which runs from Paris 
to Madrid, a distance of 905 miles, in 20 
hours, at the rate of 31.2 miles per hour. 
Also there is the P. and O. Express, whicli 
once a week only goes the distance of 1,423 
miles between Calais and Brindisi in 48 
hours, this ‘being at the rate of 29.6 miles 
per hour. 

The “Breakneck” speed of an average of 
64.8 miles per hour from Chicago to Buffalo 
was accomplished under a disadvantage. 
It is understood the first engine lost some 
five minutes from the special schedule time 
between Chicago and Elkhart, and the sec- 
ond one fully as much between Elkhart and 
Toledo, owing to a refusal to steam as ex- 
pected. Deducting ten minutes for the 
time occupied in changing engines the actual 
trav time from Chicago to Buffalo was 
only 470 minutes, and the average speed 
64.8 miles per hour. The maximum speeds 
were much greater than this. The 89 miles 
from Cleveland to Erie were run at an 
average of 67 miles, and the 88 miles from 
Erie to Buffalo at an average of 72.9 miles 
per hour, the last named distance being Cov- 
ered in 70 minutes, though it included sev- 
eral miles of slow running at each end. It 
is not likely that this reduced record of 
speed for railroad traveling soon will be 
materially improved upon in the United 
States, or that it will be beaten in Durope at 
any time for several years to come. 


TEST FOR GARBAGE CREMATORIES, 

Several applications have been made 
through the Fire and Health Departments 
asking permission to erect in Chicago fur- 
naces for the cremation of garbage, witli 
the proviso that the furnace shall be adopt: 
ed by the city if it works satisfactorily dur- 
ing thirty days. 

The Mayor and Finance committee hare 
been authorized to act in the matter. They 
were directed by the Common Council, at 
its meeting of Oct. 7, to enter into a con- 
tract with the owners of the Rider garbage 
furnaces for.the érection of one or more 
erematories, but they have the right to 
recommend other arrangements if such be 
deemed advisable.

PRESIDENTIAL PLATITUDES IN ATLANTA 
Grover Cleveland has made another 
speech, this time before a large crowd at 
Atlanta~a crowd which came anxious to 
hear what he might say and went away dis- 
appointed because they heard nothing they 
The crowd came prepared to 
applaud, but remained silent because there 
was nothing to applaud. Every point 
which his audience felt the slightest inter- 
est in was adroitly evaded by the speaker, 
and every point which his audience did not 
enjoy was dwelt upon with elephantine 
persistence. 

The interest in the President’s speecli at- 
taches to what it does not contain, and in 
this regurd it is fully equal to any say- 
nothing speech he has ever delivered, 

Mr. Oleveland never hai a better oppor- 
tunity to distinguish himself. It was the 
first industrial display upon a large scale 
that the South has made since the rebellion 
war. He had before him a huge audience 
of emotional Southerners, who only waited 
the signal to give vent to their exuberant 
enthusiasm, but that signal never came. 
For all purposes of enthusiasm he might as 
well have been discussing the nebular hy- 
pothesis or squaring the cirdle. In all his 
lumbering sentences there is not one as 
to the 16 to 1 money question, to the bank 
note question, to the bond selling question, 
or tariff question; not a word of sympathy 
with the struggling home rule people of 
Cuba; not a word which would have indi- 
cated he had some interest in maintaining 
the country’s traditional Monroe policy, 
not a word upon any national subject that 
was of interest to these thonsands of 
people, many of whom had come a 
long distance to see and hear him, and 
even a quotation . from Dr, 
Dana's. Cyclopedia. Instead of this, sur- 
rounded as he was by all classes of people 
from all parts.of the South, he could find 
nothing more to say than praise of the ex- 
position and congratulation of the South 
for its progress, which is nothing new and 
has: been said a thousand times before. 
With this for the beginning the President 
laboriously floundered through a sea of 
platitudes as to the benefits of free institu- 
tions and the blessings of persona! liberty. 
After commending the paths of patriotic 
duty, explaining the nature of the people's 
heritage, the great platitudinarian closed 
with this infinitive-destroying and leaden 
peroration: 

If we are to enjoy the blessings our government 
was framed to fairly and justly bestow we shall 
secure them in due time by cultivating a spirit 
of broad American trotherhood and insisting 


upon such conduct as will, within the spirit of 
the golden rule, promote the general welfare. 


Tt was hardly worth the President's 
while to travel from. Washington clear 
down to Atignta to administer narcotics of 
this sort and to read such elephantine plat- 
itudes on moral ethics to people who want- 
ed to hear something on the live topics of 
the day, of thie country, and of the present 
time, and not on the topics which Washing- 
ton and Franklin and the other old worth- 
ies used to talk about 120 years ago and in 
a& much more entertaining style than Mr. 
Cleveland. . The outcome was that the 
Southern people stood there listless, tired, 
and bored with the moral lecture and went 
away at last with that benumbed sensa- 
tion which characterizes one after listen- 
ing to a particularly dull sermon. A few 
pages from Klopstock’s ‘Messiah,” or 
Tupper’s “Proverbial Philosophy,” or even 
“Mary Had a Little Lamb,” with stere- 
opticon illustrations, would have been ex- 
citing as compared with the Atlanta speech 
of Mr. Cleveland. It is often a nationa!

It says over and over igain 
that it is the duty of the Mayor to “en- 
force all laws,” and that “he cannot dis- 
criminate against any,” and must “en- 
force” the Sunday law of 1818. 

To “enforce the law” against the men 
who sell liquor on Sunday is to punish them 
until they obey it. But the Mayor is not the 
punisher, and therefore not the “enforcer.” 
Whatever penalty is inflicted on those who 
violate the law of 1818, if it is still alive in 
incorporated cities and villages, which are 
all authorized to license liqnor selling by 
later laws, must be inflicted by Judges and 
juries, 


The Mayor cannot deprive a saloonkeeper - 


of his license for selling liquor on Sunday 
or any other day. He cannot imprison him. 
He cannot fine him. Nothing can be done 
to that man except by and through the 
courts, as the laws of Illinois now stand. 

The “enforcement” of the law in this, as 
in most other cases, rests with Judges, 
Justices, juries, and Sheriffs. 

All that a Mayor can do is through his 
police force to bring before Justices of the 
Peace, Judges, and grand juries persons 
suspected of offenses against the laws, The 
Mayor’s duty ends there. If those courts 
and juries do not “enforce the law” against 
men whom his police may have arrested, he 
can do no more, There are cases where a 
Mayor can enforce an ordinance and where 
the courts cut no figure. If men obstruct 
sidewalks the police can order them to 
“move on,” and if they fail to do so can 
move them on. But when it comes to 
State laws such summary methods are not 
permitted to any Mayor ot his palice. 

How will the Mayor go to work to give 
courts and juries a chance to enforce the 
Sunday closing law, if it is enforceable in 
cities and villages in spite of eek license 
laws to sell liquor? 

He will have to set his policemen to was 
ing the 7,000 saloons. When one of his 
officers has secured evidehce of a violation 
of the old Sunday law by a particular sa- 
loonkeeper he will go before a Justice of 
the Peace and take out a warrant for his 
arrest, When the accused appears in that 
court he will ask for a jury trial, for the 
law provides that. 

The person accused may have the cause tried 
by a jury upon the same conditions, and the jury 
shall be summoned and impaneled in the same 
manner asin civil cases before Justices of the 
Peace, provided, it shall not be necessary for the 
defendant to advance the jury fees. 

In 998 cases out of 100 the Justices’ juries 
will hold that the evidence is not sufficient, 
and* will find the defendant “not guilty.” 
Such verdicts will not stop the sale of liquor 
on Sunday. In the odd hundredth case, 
where the defendant is found guilty, he 
will take an appeal promptly, as provided 
by the statute, to the Criminal Court and 
will have another jury trial there before 
twelve of his “peers.” The probabilities 
are the verdict will be in his favor or the 
jury will disagree or fine him $1. If heis 
beaten he will appeal to the Supreme Court 
if he thinks it worth his while. 

It is useless to take offenders into Justice 
courts. That would not close one saloon 
on Sunday ‘in the whole city. Their pro- 
prietors would keep on selling as usual. 

But suppose the Mayor could direct his 
policemen to get the evidence of selling 
against the 7,000 saloonkeepers, or 1,000 of 
them, and then go before a grand jury and 
tell their stories. 

Supposing they were able to get 7,000 or 
1,000 indictments. Each ofthe defend- 
ants would plead not guilty and demand a 
jury trial. it would then devolve on 
State’s-Attorney Kern to prosecute the 
cases before a Judge and jury. But the 
burglar, arson, robber, and murder case 
would be given precedence by him. While 
waiting for their cases to be tried the 7,000 
saloonmen would keep on selling liquor on 
Sunday. 

When these cases are brought, if ever, to 
trial juries drawn from the mass of the 
community will acquit or will disagree in 
99 cases out of 100. They will not convict, 
They will keep on acquitting or disagree- 
ing as long as the grand jury keeps on in- 
dicting. But that body will not indict. It 
will simply refuse to listen to these com. 
plaints, alleging that all its time is taken 
up with cases of vastly more importance 
and criminals of deeper dye. 

These are the facts. What can be more 
idiotic, then, than to call on the Mayor to 
“enforce the law”? He can do no more 
than any citizen can. But none of those 
who abuse him for not closing the saloons, 
which he has no power to do, ever go be- 
fore grand juries to complain or swear out 
warrants before Justices of the Peace, 
That is because they know the State law 
is useless and cannot be enforced in the 
courts. A majority of a hundred thousand 
jurymen are opposed to convicting men for 
selling liquor on Sunday, en or any 
other day.
